The California Legislature by a vote 
of 48 to 28, rejected the Drew bill bar- 
ring aliens from owning land in that 
State. 

The Senate passed without amend- 
ment a House bill declaring February 
12, the centenary of the birth of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, a legal holiday, and rec- 
ommending a general observance of 
that day. 

The Brolley bill repealing the law for- 
bidding Sunday baseball passed the In- 
diana House of Representatives by a 
vote of 51 to 41. The bill called for the 
longest debate of the session and party 
lines did not figure in its passage. 

An agreement was reached in the 
Senate to vote on February 23 on the 
Aldrich substitute bill for the appoint- 
ment of a court of inquiry to determine 
the qualifications for re-enlistment of 
the discharged soldiers of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry as the result of the 
Brownsville incident.

The Red Cross Society of America, 
the greatest charity of the world, will 
set up in Southern Italy a continuing 
memorial of the international brother- 
hood. $225,000 has been cabled to Am- 
bassador Griscom which he will pre- 
sent to Queen Helena for the estab- 
lishment of an agricultural colony in 
the earthquake district for the support 
of children left homeless and without 
parents The Red Cross Society has 
spent $841,740 for the earthquake suf- 
ferers, and this great charity has been 
ao administered as to do the greatest 
possible good under conditions of the 
greatest difficulties.

He was a brother-in- 
law of Sheriff Lincoln Wells of Casey 
county. 

George Aldridge, constable of the 
Danville district of Boyle, was probably 
fatally wounded by the accidental dia- 
charge of hia pistol, which fell from his 
pocket. 

Mrs. Frank Folger died at her home 
in lower Garrard after a protracted ill- 
ness, due to tuberculosis. She leaves a 
husband and several small children. 
The interment took place in the Lancas- 
ter cemetery. 

Nim France waa lodged in the Knox 
county jail charged with the murder of 
John Gambriel. The two men became 
involved in a difficulty in upper Knox 
county and France, it is alleged, shot 
Gambriel through the abdomen. 

While the embers were yet smoulder- 
ing the owners of the burned buildings 
on Mt. Vernon street were discussing 
plans looking to the erection of modern 
three story bricks to replace the two 
story frames which burned.

The Indiana Senate adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for the election of United 
States Senators by popular vote.
